IOW IT DEFEATS THE ENDS OF 


JUSTICE. 


nstances Where Jurors Were Sut 


Controlled Hy the Evi- 


dence. 


EDITOII Ki:i'irni,K'AN :— So thoroughly 
avo the good and substantial citizens 
f Fresno become imbued of late with 
he idea of reform, morally, socially and 
lolitically, and so thoroughly have they 
wakened to thu fact that the law in 
onic instances has uccn but poorly en- 
orced, that a righteous howl has gone up 
1ml has attracted the ul ton tion of her 
leighbors for many miles around. So 
eslivo have they become under these 
:ondiUoii8 thai a most pressing demand 
ins been made for a more Btricl ohserv- 
nco of law and order. This senLhnent 
ma BO far crystaili/.ed us to assume the 
Inipe of organized effort on the purl of 
totli thu citizens and officers, which has 
or its effort a concert of action towards 
uore effective enforcement of such lawn 
ind ordinances as most nearly concern 
is locally. 


All persons of whatever vocation, who 


ire of a law abiding disposition, ure in 
learty accord on this proposition, yetit 
s a sad but notorious fact that a convic- 
ion by a jury in most instances, oven 
vhere the evidence is overwhelmingly 
ulvcrso to the accused, is almost im- 
tottsible when any effort at a defense is 
mule. Thu flimsiest and most improb- 
ible circumstances of doubt are pennit- 
ed to obscure the mental vision of those 
rying the case. In most cases tho ever 
convenient "doubt" intervenes to ron- 
no the criminal from his perilous posl- 
ion. Most juries seem to act on an en- 
irely erroneous idea as to the legal con- 
struction of tho term, 
"reasonable 


doubt," and to permit tho most trifling 
:ircinnstance or improbable statement 
n evidence on the part of the defense 
n criminal CUHCB, to outweigh the more 
reasonable and stronger array of evi- 
lence of guilt, simply by reason of a 
lossiblc doubt. Miscarriage of justice 
n all such instances is either attrihuta- 
ile to gross ignorance or criminal care- 
essnoKS on the part of the juror in hick 
of proper regard for his oath, lor few 
cases of any nature, appear on court 
lockel.i whofp. mmlH do not permit, of a 
>ossible douht where they rest on the 
,estimony of human witnesses. 


The inconsistent and inexcusable con- 


luct of some of our juries is exemplified 
iy the results in the trial of 1 wo cases 
aet week. The lirst was the trial of a 
Chinese gambler in tho city recorder's 
court on Thursday, and the second thu 
trial of a druggist Friday for selling 
whisky on Sunday in violation of thu 
ordinance regulating the mi mo. In the 
former case the oflicera made a raid, 
surrounded and captured a fun tar 
mime in Chinatown. 
A number ol 


Chinamen were captured in the act of 
concealing their money and gambling 
outfit . J'.arh Chinaman • demanded 11 
separate trial, and the first one placet 
on trim demanded a jury. Several wit- 
nesses testified to Ihe facts cited above 
and one Chinese testified that they were 
all gambling nnd thai thedcfcndant was 
gambling. The defendant alone .testi- 
fied to the contrary. The jury acquit- 
ted. This jury consisted principally o 
the best citizens of the town, several o 
them being conspicuous reformers and 
among those who have linen active in 
their condemnation of ollicial corruption 
and oHic.inl neglw.t of duty. One 01 
more of them are church members, and 
one of them asked one of the witnusst-E 
on the stand if he had ever taken parl 
in a raid on thin bide of the railroad 
track. 


The second case, of selling whisky 


was proven and not disputed by the de 
fcndant. The jury acquitted. It is no 
the purpose of this communication U 
unjustly impugn the motives of jniors 
or to accuse any ono of improper con 
duct, but' it is certainly time for the pub 
He to known that all blame is not :it 
lachcil to the olliccrs. His not the only 
time that juries have refused to convic 
and it is not the only time that the cry 
of persecution has been raised as a jUBti 
lication for letting violators of the }&\ 
escape. If anything is to be accom 
plished in an effort to enforce the law 
honest, intelligent jurors must bo gov 
prned hy^miponderancc of evidence, no 
by sympathy ot prejudice. Let juatic 
be done, though the heavens fall an< 
let the blame, if blame must ho. res 
where it Irtjlongs.
